If, as is probable, no one concrete plan will ever be advanced, 
then what is the probable situation? 

1. Raising with more ease than will be expected the U, S. 
quota of $10.000,000. In all probability soliciting has already be- 
gun, and the three English gentlemen are right now receiving 
large donations from the more prosperous Jews of the nation. 

2. Im the next three or four years as many as 150,000 Jews 
will be moved from Germany, but none will be above middle age, 
and for the most part they will be lower middle class and labor- 
ers, The rich Jews will either leave by themselves, have already 
left, or will prefer or be forced to remain in Germany, 

4, The assurance of England, possibly of France, and other 
big mowers has already been received that every avenue will be 
Renewed ef- 


opened to facilitate the migration from Germany. 
forts will be made by refugee committees throughout the United 
States in this respect. 

5. No part of the plan will call for a scheme which will in 
any way alleviate the desperate economical condition of Ger- 
many. 

6. Although a large part of the refugees will enter Palestine 
at least a respectable number will enter South American coun- 
tries. 

If a government like the United States has let it be known 
that Jewish refugees will be admitted more freely than in the 
past, it would be the height of folly to make public the announce- 
ment so that the Tories can begin agitation for stricter limita- 
tion. If England has promised to lower the bars into Palestine, 
certain. ‘ id be unwise to publicize this concession so that 
the Aras can be stirred to riot pitch, 

Consequentiyv, the possibilities are remote that much more 
than a few bare outlines of what the British leaders plan will ever 


be known to this generation, Hi storians of the future may be able 
to delve into the present through more liberal information and 
answer the silence and evasiveness with which Sir Herbert Sam- 
uel and his two friends will attempt to satisfy the National Con- 
ference on Palestine meeting in Washington. As he did in St. 
Louis, Sir Samuel will achieve his purpose of arousing his hear- 
erg by the mere exposition of the many unprintable facts in his 
knowledge of the bare situation in Germany; he no doubt will 
elaborate on the more unimportant phases of what he and British 
Jewish leaders are attempting to accomplish, but unless we are 
mistaken, the real meat of the plan will remain a matter for his- 
torians to discover when the awful episode of Nazi Germany is
